ONLY LIVING THING A DOG 


James Dayton Found Dead Under a | 


Mesquite Bush Beside His Six 
Horses in Death Valley. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., August 24.—News 
received at Daggatt from the search party 
which left there August 10 sets at rest all 
doubt of the fate of James Dayton, care- 
taker of the Pacific Coast Borax Company's 
property at Furnace Creek, Death Valley, 
whence he had started from Daggatt Juiy 
4. The relief party found Dayton August 
14, within a few niles or Bennetts Holes, 
dead, in the desert, under a mesquite bush, 
where he had evidently been overcome by 
heat or illness. Close by was h's wagon. 
with his team of six horses, four of them 
harnessed to it and two hitched behind. 
lying where they had perished miserably 
from thirst and hunger, although h:tched 
to a wagon loaded with hay and water. 

There was ample evidence af their terri- 
ble struggle to free themselves. Some of 
the animals had broken parts of their har- 
ness in their frantic efforts to get free. 
The only living thing at the scene of death 
and desolation was Dayton's faithful little 
dog, which for twenty days had watched 
by the side of its dead master in the des- 
ert. The dog managed to survive, probably 
by getting water from an old borax camp, 
known as Eagle Camp, half a mile distant. 

Dayton was over 70 years of age. He had 
traveled the road between Furnace 
and Dagg: forty times and was 
to its hardships and dangers.

The Colonel Who Presided Over the 
First Court-Martial. 

There was considerable stir when the 
name of Col. Maurel, who was President of 
the Dreyfus court-martial of 1894, was called 
and the Co'’onel appeared at the witness 
bar. He started by emphatically denying 
that any communication, verbal or wriiten 
was made to the members of the court 
during the course of the trial. He said 
they only knew the case from the docu- 
|}ments in the dossier and the testimony 
|given Then the Colonel, saying he only 
desired to speak of matters upon which 
| his recolteciion was clear, proceeded to de- 
clare that he had nothing to say in regard 
to the expert evidence of M. C ‘haravay, M. 
Teyssonieres or M. Pelleter, but he added 
that M. Bertillon’s testimony appealed to 
the eyes and minds of the judges. It had 
been said that the judges did not under- 
stand it, but that was not true. 

Regarding the evidence given at the 
court-martial of 1894 witness said he con- 
sidered that Maj. du Paty de Clam had only 
given the court a circ umspect re petition of 
his report, while the late L'eutenant-Colo- 
ne] Henry’s evidence would have been more 
forcible if less exaggerated. At the same 
time, Maure! continued, he be'ieved Henry 
had spoken withou: hatred or passion. 

The prisoner’s attitude at the trial was 
correct and calm. His repea’ed denials and 
protests were far from astonishing the w t- 
ness. They seemed perfectly natural. The 
only letter handed to Col. Maurel during 
the course of the trial was not brought by 
Col. Picquart.

The very same thing was said, probably with more truth, 
of the slavery in our Southern States prior to the civil war. 
But slavery was abolished. It is a curious revolution. The 
“grand old party,” whose chief glory it is that it abolished 
Slavery in the United States, runs up the Stars and Stripes 
Over a community of slaves and boasts that it shall never be 
hauled down. 
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It is no time for the Administration to indulge Its dislikes.
